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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5, 6, 8-12, and 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to Independent Claims 5, 8, and 14, the Applicant has sufficiently 
amended and commonly defined an adjusting apparatus/means for a vehicle headlamp 
incorporating a display device/means within a vehicle compartment, in combination with 
a control device/means, that responds to an abnormality found by an abnormality 
detector/means. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural 
elements disclosed and claimed herein, specifically the display for indicating the 
abnormality of an inclined state detector/means, and all subsequent dependent claims 
are allowed. 

With regards to Independent Claim 6, the Applicant has sufficiently amended and 
defined an adjusting apparatus for a vehicle headlamp incorporating a cleaning device, 
in combination with a control device, that responds to an abnormality found by an 
abnormality detector. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of 
structural elements disclosed and claimed herein, specifically a cleaning device 
provided for cleaning a signal receiving portion of am inclined state detector.
